Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Repprt  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Borou^  for  1966  including  a report  on  the  Port 
Health  Area, 

The  population  1A,010  shows  an  increase  of  430  over  the  preceding 
year  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  also  increased  by  I68. 

The  number  of  births  262  is  the  highest  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  corrected  death  rate  9*2,  birth  rate  20,6  and  infant  mortality  11,4 
compare  favourably  v/ith  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  was  respectively 
11,7,  17»7  and  19.0.  There  were  three  infant  deaths  during  the  year  of 
which  two  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  172  showed  a marked  decrease  on 
the  previous  year  (587)  and  of  the  total  number  measles  accounted  for  I40 
and  Whooping  Cough  I5,  The  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a 
single  family  and  all  recovered. 

The  I'/iiass  Ra.diography  Survey  took  place  in  January  and  the  number 
of  people  attending  showed  a marked  decrease,  and  this  reduction  in 
numbers  was  reflected  in  all  the  adjoining  authorities.  This  is  an 
inportant  service  to  the  community  in  establishing  an  early  diagnosis 
of  chest  complaints  not  necessarily  Tuberculous  in  origin. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  smoothly  throughout  the 
year.  Again  I must  point  out  the  large  number  of  visits  (327)  to  the 
three  factories  on  Oare  Creek  two  of  v/hich  are  scheduled  as  offensive 
trades.

MTIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Local  Authority  Health  Services  imder  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
are  provided  and  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  These  services

Water  Supply 

The  responsibility  for  the  supply  of  main  water  rests  with  the 
Mid-Kent  Water  Company.  The  company  maintains  a local  office  at  41, 
Stone  Street* 


No  major  works  have  been oarvied  out  in  the  Borough  by  the 
Company  during  last  year.  Minor  extensions  to  the  main  were  made 
to  provide  a supply  for  the  extension  of  the  building  sites  at  Davington. 

Further  samples  of  water  were  taken  this  year  from  the  well 
supplying  drinking  water  to  two  farm  Cottages  ¥/hich  has  previously 
shown  contamination.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  sanpiles 
showed  that  the  well  still  had  faecal  contamination.  The  transportation 
of  drinking  y^ater  to  these  Cottages  from  a satisfactory  source 
continued.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  cottages  were  formally 
closed  by  the  Council  and  the  tenants  are  waiting  to  be  re-housed. 


The  work  on  the  Quay  Lane  pumping  station  was  conipleted  in  I966 
and  this  has  relieved  the  flooding  v/hich  occured  in  the  sewer  at  the 
lov^er  end  of  V/est  Street. 


The  sev/er  in  the  Tanner  Street  and  Flood  Lane  has  been  replaced 
by  a new  fifteen  inch  pipe.  This  runs  from  the  Tanner  Street/Napleton 
Road  junction  along  Tanners  Street,  across  West  Street  and  along  Flood 
Lane  to  the  Gas  Works  back  entrance* 


Schemes  for  the  modernisation  cf  the  sev/age  works  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  are  now  awaiting  a Public  Enquiry. 

A neii  sludge  pump  has  been  installed  at  the  main  pumping  station. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress,  follov^ing  the  Trade  Waste 
Survey,  to  settle  agreements  before  various  factories  are  allowed  to 
connect  to  the  sewer.  Included  in  these  are  the  offensive  trade  factories 
at  the  Creek,  Care. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  me.tho^-of  refuse  disposal  during 
the  year.  Refuse  is  tipped  into  the  disused  v/orkings  of  the  Ace,  Sand 
and  Gravel  Conqpany  at  Ham  Road. 


As  new  properties  are  built  on  the  housing  estates  they  are  brought 
into  the  paper*  sack  scheme  ?/hich  now  covers  about  a fifth  of  the  houses 
in  the  Borough* 
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Public  Conveniences 


The  public  conveniences  within  the  Borou^  are  maintained  and 
supervised  by  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  and  the 
existing  arrangements  have  continued* 

Public  Swimming  Bath 

The  public  svd.mming  pool  opened  again  in  the  summer  months  and 
once  again  proved  to  be  a popular  attraction.  55^270  people  paid  for 
admission  to  the  Pool  and  422  season  and  weekly  tickets  were  issued. 

With  the  heavy  use  which  the  Pool  got  the  filtration  plant  had 
difficulty  at  times  to  maintain  the  water  in  a good  condition  and  it  is 
likely  that  alterations  to  the  plant  will  have  to  be  made  before  the 
opening  of  the  next  season. 

To  try  and  counteract  the  increase  in  plantar  wart  infection, 
which  seemed  to  be  ^reading  from  the  Pool,  notices  were  served  on  the 
management  to  carry  out  works  of  repair  and  improvement.  These  are  to  be 
put  in  hand  before  the  opening  of  the  19^7  season. 

Regular  and  routine  testing  of  the  S’.viraming  bath  water  was  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

School  Sanitation 

All  schools  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage.  No 
complaints  were  received  during  theyear  about  sanitary  accommodation  in 
school. 


The  building  of  the  comprehensive  Grammar  School  will  bring  about 
an  improvement  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  which  is  sub  standard  in 
the  buildings  which  are  in  use  at  present* 


Tv;o  hop  pidcers  camps  were  in  use  again  during  the  hpp  picking 
season.  More  caravans  v/ere  present  on  the  caii5)s,  brought  by  the  pickers 
as  an  alternative  to  the  huts  wliich  are  provided  by  the  farm  owners* 


Mortuary  Accommodation 

Mortuary  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Paversham  Cottage 
Hospital.

ICE  CREM 

Sixty  one  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
a decrease  of  three  on  the  previous  year.

There  are  four  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  Borough  no  complaints 
have  been  received  concerning  these. 

NARKST  STATIC 

The  number  of  stalls  using  the  market  place  remains  fairly 
constant  and  the  v/ashing  facilities  and  toilets  provided  for  the  persons 
minding  the  stalls  proved  adequate. 

FOOD  FACTORY 

During  the  year  a new  meat  canning  factory  came  into  operation 
in  the  Easing  Wood  area  and  after  a number  of  teething  troubles  production, 
has  started  to  build  up.  It  is  likely  that  the  factory  v/ill  concentrate 
more  on  cooked  wrapped  meats  in  future#

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORKS 

PIEECTIOUS  DISEASE 

One  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  in  which 
five  cases  were  involved.  The  first  of  these  was  notified  by  Keycol 
Hospital  in  March  T/hen  it  was  discovered  that  a patient  had  food 
poisoning  during  a routine  check.  The  patient  was  in  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  a nervous  disorder. 

Faecal  specimens  were  taken  from  the  other  six  members  of  the 
family  and  four  of  these  proved  positive.  Three  of  the  cases  responded 
to  treatment  fairly  quickly  but  the  fourth  persisted  and  was  not  cleared 
until  June.  The  synqptoms  vjere  of  moderate  intensity  in  all  cases. 

Owing  to  the  delay  in  the  discovery  of  the  outbreak  no  ingredients 
of  the  suspected  meal  v;ere  available  but  it  seems  likely  that  the  food 
carrying  the  salmonella  t3phir.urium  infection  was  a meat  loaf  from  a 
local  meat  processing  factory.  There  is  also  a distinct  possibility 
that  the  meat  loaf  was  taken  from  the  factory,  before  the  cooking  process 
had  been  conipleted. 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  during  1966  was 
only  a third  of  those  reported  in  the  previous  year.  Some  advice  was  given, 
when  requested,  as  to  current  and  terminal  disinfection  but  as  the  cases 
were  of  a mild  character  no  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  Council  staff. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

During  the  year  327  visits  to  the  three  factories  at  Care  Creek  were 
made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors,  most  of  these  were  routine  inspections 
while  a small  number  v/ere  in  response  to  conplaints  by  members  of  the  public. 

During  these  visits  every  effort  has  been  made  to  persuade  the 
managements  concerned  to  inprove  the  handling,  storage  and  cooking  of  the 
basic  materials.  These  materials  which  conprise  fat,  bones,  butchers 
trimmings,  hoof  and  horn,  can  quickly  become  offensive  given  humid 
atmospheric  conditions  and  prolonged  storage. 

Various  pieces  of  new  apparatus  were  installed  by  the  owners  during 
the  year  and  site  improvement  took  place  with  the  laying  of  extensive  areas 
of  concrete. 

Operational  difficulties  often  arise  when  heavy  demands  are  placed 
on  the  equipment  because  if  breakdowns  occur  a build  up  of  rav/  material 
takes  place,  the  cooking  is  delayed  and  the  consequent  deterioration 
gives  rise  to  offensive  smells  when  cooking  eventually  restarts. 

In  September  one  of  the  factories  v/as  visited  following  conplaints 
by  a member  of  the  public  and  it  was  found  that  although  cooking  was  talcing 
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place  the  condensing  apparatus  was  not  working  at  all.  After  receiving 
reports  from  Officers  the  Council  decided  to  prosecute  for  a contravention 
of  Offensive  Trade  Byelaws  and  the  case  v/as  heard  in  the  local  Magistrates 
Court  on  the  14th  December.  The  Company  concerned  pleaded  guilty  and 
the  Magistrates  imposed  the  maximum  fine  of  £5* 

A special  report  on  the  general  workings  of  offensive  trade  factories 
was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  October  a copy  of  which  can  be  seen  in 
Appendix  ' C ' . 

LICENSED  PREMISES 


It  was  reported  last  year  that  two  licensed  premises  were  particularly 
substandard  and  objections  were  made  to  the  Brewsters  Sessions  against  the 
issue  of  the  annual  licenses.  The  ovmers  of  the  two  premises  subsequently 
gave  undertakings  to  carry  out  all  the  required  vrorks.  These  v/orks  were 
completed  in  1966  and  in  addition  considerable  modernisation  of  the 
properties  was  carried  out  at  the  same  time.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  houses  are  now  of  high  standard  with  ample  amenities# 

Routine  inspections  of  other  licensed  fremises  were  carried  out  diiring 
the  year, in  all  96  visits  were  made. 

PETROIiEUM 

A11  the  petroleum  installations  which  are  licensed  in  the  Borough 
were  inspected  during  the  year.  Although  the  general  standard  of  storage 
was  good  a number  of  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  for  minor  contraventions 
of  the  "Conditions"  which  are  inposed  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  warnings  as  to  the  dangers  arising  from  the  storage 
and  conveyance  of  petroleum  spirit  were  given  to  the  Companies  concerned  and 
the  need  for  constant  vigilance  v/as  stressed  to  ensure  safety  to  both  public 
and  onployees.  Observations  were  also  kept  on  tankers  delivering  petrol 
to  the  garages  in  this  area. 


FIREVfQRKS 


A watch  v/as  kept  on  shops  where  fireworks  v/ere  stored  and  sold  during 
the  firework  season.  The  safety  standard  of  storage  was  satisfactory. 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

In  March  the  Council  decided  to  use  the  powers  given  under  Section  77 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I96I  to  make  byelaws  for  the  purpose  of  .preserving 
the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment  of  ha±rdressers  and  barbers  in  the 
Borou^. 


Draft  byelaws  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
subsequently  approved, a copy  of  v^hich  are  included  as  Appendix ’D*  to  this 
Report.

NOISE 


A nuraber  of  noise  complaints  "erere  received  during  the  year,  all  except 
one  were  of  a minor  na-ture  such  as  lorries  parked  vd.th  the  communications 
receivers  not  s\7itohed  off  and  conplaints  about  noisy  neighbours* 

The  one  canpalint  which  needed  a long  investigation  concerned  the 
cooling  fans  at  a local  brev/ory  which  continued  to  run  during  hoiors  of 
darkness.  Additional  noise  from  the  same  premises  was  caused  by  bung 
tapping  earjy  in  the  morning. 

Various  systems  of  shielding  were  tried  v/ithout  success  in  the  case 
of  the  fans,  and  the  managements  eventmlly  agreed  to  make  arrangements 
to  mo"ve  them  fran  an  exterior  wall  to  a position  inside  the  grain  store. 

OIL  HF41TERS  REGUIATIONS  1966 


Nev/  regulations  came  into  force  during  1966  v/hichwere  dosiryied  to  i..iprove 
the  safety  factor  standards  of  oil  heaters. 

Pro"vlsion  "was  made  for  testing  the  performance  of  an  oil  heater  when 
tilted  out  of  level,  controlling  the  spillage  of  oil  when  the  heater 
overturned  and  limiting  the  proportion  of  carbon  monoxide  which  is  emitted 
during  burning. 

Other  regulations  referred  to  guards  on  new  and  second  hand  heaters 
and  corrosion.  No  heaters  have  been  observed  for  sale  in  the  Borough  without 
the  proper  guards  being  fitted. 
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CIVIL  DEFENCE 


In  October  the  Senior  Public  Health  Im^ector  attended  a Civil 
Defence  Course  at  the  Civil  Defence  Staff  College  to  study  the  effects 
of  atomic  explosions  and  radiation  on  environmental  hygiene,  food 
supplies  and  mter, 

HIGH  COURT 


In  October  a case  was  heard  in  the  High  Court  in  London  in  which 
a group  of  four  firms  sued  a local  packing  firm  for  £20,375»  The 
subject  of  the  claim  was  a consignment  of  3^  million  Polish  eggs  which 
had  been  imported  by  the  consortium  of  four  firms  and  had  been  placed 
in  cold  store  to  a\/ait  a rise  in  general  egg  prices. 

The  plaintiffs  based  their  claim  on  the  grounds  that  the  eggs  had 
become  fruit  tained  while  being  held  in  store  making  the  eggs  unsaleable. 
The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  was  called  in  to  inspect  the  eggs  in 
November  (1962)  to  see  whether  they  were  fit  for  human  consumption.  He 
found  that  the  eggs  were  getting  stale  v/ith  a resultant  characteristic 
odour  but  it  was  thought  that  there  was  a salvageable  proportion.  Evidence 
to  this  effect  v/as  given  iii  the  case  which  lasted  four  weeks. 

The  Judge  entered  judgement  with  costs  against  the  plaintiffs.  He 
foxmd  that  the  losses  did  not  arise  because  they  were  tainted  but  because 
they  v/ere  stale, 

RODENT  i'ilD  infestation  CONTROL 


A total  of  9 v/asps  nests  were  dealt  with  by  the  Operator  in  1966 
this  compared  v/ith  37  1^  1965« 

The  services  of  a part  time  rodent  operator  were  used  during  the  year 
to  carry  out  treatments  and  surveys.  Complaints  were  dealt  with  on  a 
day  to  day  basis. 

One  large  rat  infestation  v/as  dealt  with  during  the  year  around  the 
ofi'ensive  trade  factories  at  Oare  Creek,  2,000  points  were  selected  and 
baited  covering  a complete  block  treatment  of  the  area.  Later  220  bodies 
were  picked  up  with  an  estimated  complete  kill  of  some  300  rats.  Follow 
up  treatments  were  also  carried  out. 

The  disinfestation  services  of  the  Department  were  used  to  treat 
minor  infestations  of  insects  such  as  fleas  and  bed  bugs.

In  order  that  members  nnyliave  a clear  idea  as  to  the  establishment, 
operation  and  control  of  offensive  trades  1 am  starting  tiiis  report  in 
genera]  tori  as  after  which  the  application  for  renev©.!  of  annual  licence 
for  Mesa'-'.  Tates  premises  v/ill  be  dealt  with  in  detail. 

Offensive  Trades  - Establisloment 


Businesses  which,  by  the  production  and  dissemination  of  offensive 
odours,  ace  liable  to  cause  annoyance  to  the  neighboxorhood  in  Y/hich  they 
are  cari'if-d  out  fall  into  txvo  groups 

(a)  those  dealing  with  ra-x^/  materials  of  animal  origin  i.e,  byproducts 
of  butchers  shops  and  slaughterhouses,  and, 

(b)  uhose  in  xiiich  gases  and  vapours  of  mineral  origin  are  envolved 
and  disseminated  to  the  atmosphere. 

Bono  boiling,  tallov/  melting  and  gut  scraping  are  exam.pl8s  of  the  first 
group,  brick  burning  and  gas  manufacture  are  examples  of  the  second. 

Trades  xiiich  are  designated  ’’Offensive  Trades”  in  group  (a)  are  all 
concerned  in  some  part  lYith  the  processing  and  handling  of  rav/  materials 
derived  from  animal  carcases.  Organic  matter  of  such  origin  whether  it  is 
bloody  bones,  fat  or  guts  is  highly  putrescible  and  is  likely  to  smell 
even  as  the  result  of  simple  handling  and  stora.ge.  Processing  which 
involves  the  application  of  hee.t  XTill  intensify  smell  nuisance  and  v/ill 
cause  it  to  spread  into  the  neighbourhood  of  the  premises. 

I thinlc  it  sliould  be  remoabered  tliat  offensive  trade  factories  perform 
necessary  and  usef'al  Y\^ork  producing  tallow  for  soap  manufacture  and  bone 
meal  for  animal  feeding  and  fertilisers.  At  I:essrs.  Agriganos  factory 
dry  lioof  and  bone  is  heat  treated  and  then  ground  doYvn  for  fertiliser,  this 
process  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  ’’offensive  trades”  as  set  out  in  the 
Public  Health  Act,  193^  and  has  not  been  designated  as  such  subsequently. 

In  the  establishment  of  offensive  trade  factories  the  question  of 
location  is  most  important.  The  offensive  trade  "zone”  sloould,  of  course, 
be  away  from  congested  housing  areas  and  to  the  leeward  of  any  developed 
area  or  an3’'  area  intended  for  residential  development.  In  Pavorsham  the 
three  factories  at  Oare  are  in  a close  group  at  the  end  of  a private  road 
T.-hich  leaves  the  Oare  Road  and  travels  nortiiVinards  alongside  Oare  Creek  for 
som.c  40c  or  5OO  yards,  ..'ith  the  prevailing  x/ind  in  the  south  west  the 
factories  are  to  the  leeward  of  the  new  residential  development  taking 
place  around  Dc-viagton,  There  are,  hov/ever,  several  disadvantages  of  the

Oare  "zone”  in  that  (l)  the  Creek  tends  to  give  a funnelling  action  when 
ati.'.o spheric  conditions  keep  vapours  close  to  the  ground  and  when  the  v/ind 
veers  to  the  north,  (2)  also  most  of  the  village  of  Oare  to  the  west  of 
the  facto:”:les  is  at  a higher  level  and  looks  dov.n  upon  the  creek  and  the 
factories,  {3)  large  areas  of  v/ater  create  heavy  damp  atmospheric 
conditio:is  v/liich  prevent  air  circulation  and  esca.pe  of  vapours  and  smoke 
to  the  upper  atmosphere. 

Control  over  the  establishment  and  extension  of  offensive  trades  is 
given  unfh-;r  the  Public  Health  Act  and  'To\m  and  Country  Planning  Act, 

Consent  Tider  the  Public  Health  Act , 193^  to  the  establishment  of  an 
offensi’'"'-  crade  may  be  given  for  a limited  period  and  be  subject  to 
regular  i'eneva.1. 

The  x:nocess  carried  on  at  Messrs.  Agriganos  factory  is  not  subject 
to  licence  control  by  this  Council  but  the  stotutory  nuisance  provisions 
of  the  Foblic  Health  Act,  193^  can  still  be  applied  when  a nuisance  has 
occurred  or  is  continuing.  In  this  report  a general  reference  to  offensive 
trade  factories  is  intended  to  include  Messrs.  Agriganos  premises. 

Offensive  Trades  - 'Operation 

Raw  materials  for  the  bone  boiling  and  fat  melting  factories  are 
obtained  (l)  from  local  and  London  collections  from,  butchers  shops  (2) 
froi.a  meat  products  factories,  and  (3)  from  slaughterhouses.  The  materials 
may  be  taken  direct  to  the  factories  or  to  a central  collecting  depot  in 
London, later  to  be  transported  to  Oare, 

The  material  for  the  fertiliser  factory  is  mainly  buffalo  hoof  and 
horn  irn 'orted  into  this  country  from  India  and  African  countries.  It  is 
a *dry’  material, 

VJhen  raw  materials  are  transported  over  long  distances  tlirough 
public  streets  it  is  bettor  tliat  they  are  in  a fresh  condition  rather 
tlian  hnving  been  standing  around  and  deteriorating  while  awaiting  collection. 

Processing  of  materials,  which  call  for  the  application  of  heat  for 
molting  fat  or  tallov/  and  cooking  bones,  involves  the  use  of  steam  jacketed 
cylinders  or  'cookers'  as  they  are  more  generally  known.  Steam  under  pressure 
is  admitted  to  the  jacket,  also  to  the  inner  cramber  throu^ outlets  in 
the  beater  ar.ms  which  are  used  to  continually  stir  the  bones  and  fat. 

The  controlled  exhaust  from  the  inner  cliamber  of  the  cooker  allows  excess 
air  and  moisture  to  leave  and  is  a mixture  of  hot  air,  steam  and  voiatilised 
orgmiic  matter  which  is  offensive. 
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It  is  the  subsequent  treatment  of  these  exhaust  gases  which  is  of 
prime  concern  from  a public  hee.lth  point  of  view.  Site  cleanliness  will 
do  a lot  as  regards  employees  morale  and  also  to  reduce  localised  odours 
but  it  is  the  dissemination  of  exhaust  gases  to  atraosphere  which  give  rise 
to  v/idespread  nuisance. 

Basically  all  three  factories  at  Care  treat  these  exhaust  gases  in  a 
similar  \io.y , tteit  is  by  passing  them  through  a condenser  unit  and  then  into 
the  combustion  chamber  of  the  steam  boilers. 

The  principle  of  operation  of  condenser  apparatus  is  that  the  foul 
gases  are  passed  tlirough  water  scrubbers  or  expansion  chambers  where  they 
are  'v^ashod  and  cooled.  I'^'uch  of  the  foul  matter  in  the  exhaust  gases  will 
be  condensed  and  the  resulting  liquor  can  then  be  treated  and  discharged 
to  waste  via  the  drainage  system,  instead  of  polluting  the  atm.o sphere.  It 
is  not  possible,  hov;ever,  to  design  or  operate  a condenser  \'iiich  will  result 
in  lOO/o  removal  of  the  foul  gases  so  t)ia.t  for  a further  safeguard  the 
outlets  from  the  condenser  plans  at  hessrs.  T£ites  and  llessrs.  Chandlers 
arc  connected  iiito  the  fireboxes  of  the  steam  boilers.  At  Messrs,  Agriganos 
factory  a purpose  built  coke  fire  is  used. 

The  steam  boilers  at  the  two  bone  boiling  plants  have  oil  burners 
vm.tl  automatic  fuel  injection.  This  means  timt  the  burners  lig^it  and  go 
out  in  accordance  v/ith  the  steem  demands  of  the  factory  and  with  the 
pressure  settings.  The  injection  of  the  ranaining  foul  cohdenser  gases 
into  tlie  fireboxes  of  the  boilers  does  give  rise  to  instability  of  burning 
in  that  the  primary  air  available  for  the  burner  vd-ll  fluctuate.  Therefore 
the  tanpera,ture  existing  in  the  firebox  wdll  also  fluctuate  and  this  in 
turn  may  resixlt  in  some  of  the  foul  gases  not  being  burnt.  Condensation 
and  burning  are  undoubtedl;^'’  the  best  methods  of  dealing  with  exiiaust  gases 
from  offensive  trade  plants  but  mention  should  be  made  of  chemical  treatment, 
usually  in  the  form  of  chlorine  gas  injection,  "v/hich  can  be  used  in  certain 
circumstances.  Chemic£i.l  treatment  is  not  used  at  Care. 

The  efficiency  of  a condensing  plant  will  vary  in  relation  to  its 
desirji,  construction,  operation,  loading  and  maintenance. 

In  designing  the  condenser  the  path  of  gases  can  be  directed  through 
fine  water  sprays  and  vertical  barriers  of  v^iter  to  give  a scrubbing  action,  Tiae 
c*in  also  be  given  to  allow  the  g;asGs  to  expand  v/hich  will  result  in  a 
drop  of  tempers.ture  and  the  consequent  formation  of  condensate. 
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Condensers  may  be  in  the  form  of  brick  built  enclosed  bo2tes  or 
v/ater  cooled  venturi  tubes. 

It  is  essential  tlmt  the  condenser  plant  should  have  cool  vjater 
circulatinr;  through  it  and  the  supply  should  be  adequate.  The  difference 
in  tanperatiure  at  the  inlet  and  outlet  pipes  of  the  condenser  is  an 
indication  of  its  efficiency. 


If  a condenser  is  overloaded  witii  exhaust  gases  it  will  of  course  be 
less  efficient  and  will  result  in  a higher  percentage  of  foul  gases  being 
fed  into  the  fireboxes  of  the  steam  boilers. 

Offensive  Trades  - Control 

Brief  mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  control  of  offensive  trade 
factories  by  ij;eans  of  issuing  licences  with  a time  limit  and  also  by  the 
administration  of  the  Offensive  Trade  Byelaws  which  have  been  made  by  this 
Council.  The  Byelaws  are  not  particularly  exacting  and  deal  mainly  'with 
cleanliness  and  the  discharge  of  offensive  odours  to  the  atmosphere. 

Day  to  day  control  of  the  factories  can,  to  a certain  extent,  b.^ 
exercised  by  the  Councils  lublic  Health  Inspectors  by  means  of  visits 
and  discussions  with  the  sta.ff  operating  the  factories.  To  this  end 
160  visits  were  made  in  19^5 ^ a number  of  these  being  outside  normal 
working  hours  and  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

In  the  end  of  course  it  falls  on  the  shoulders  of  the  o'vmers  and 
managerial  staff  of  the  factories  to  opeiwite  them  in  the  most  efficient 
moiiner  possible  deiring  the  v/hole  of  the  tine  the  factories  are  working. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  v/orking  with  rav/  vsi-ste  basic  animal  materials 
such  as  these  is  not  very  pleasant  and  the  type  of  labour  force  which  is 
attracted  to  these  trades  is  of  a lo'./  standard.  The  labour  force  will 
thereof  ore  need  very  close  supervision  even  when  carrying  out  routine 
operations. 

If  the  condensing  equipment  provided  a.t  each  of  the  three  factories  is 
operated  and  maintained  T/ith  due  care  and  attention  and  the  incoming  rav>r 
materials  are  in  a good  condition  I am  sure  that  the  nuisance,  which 
inevitably  is  associated  v/ith  offensive  trade  factories,  can  be  kept  to 
a minimum  tolerable  level.

luODBL  BYEIAWS  AS  TO  HAIHDHSSSBRS  AW  BARBERS 


1,  (l)  In  these  byelav/s,  unless  the  context  othcrv/ise  requires  - 
"business’'  means  hairdresser' s or  barbers  business; 

"prcoj.ses"  means  premises  on  ’.hich  a business  is  carried  on; 

"day"  means  a day  on  v/hcih  business  is  carried  on. 

(2)  The  Interpretation  Act , 1889,  applied  to  the  interpretation 
01  those  byelav/s  as  it  applies  to  the  iiitorpretation  of  an  Act  of 
Parliaar.ent . 

2,  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of  premises,  a person 
carrying  on  the  business  on  tliose  premises  shall  comply  with  the  follov/ing 
provisions: - 

(a)  all  internal  walls,  partitions  and  ceilings  shall  be  capable 

of  being  kept  clean,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair; 

(b)  the  floor  and  any  covering  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and 
shall  be  cleaned  at  least  once  a day  and  swept  as  necessary  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  ho.ir  clippings,  neck  wool  or  other 
litter; 

(c)  all  such  svveepings  and  all  other  litter  shall  be  placed  in 
suitab3.e  covered  receptacles,  which  sMli  be  emptied  at  least 
once  a day,  and  as  necessary,  raid  kept  clean; 

(d)  every  chair  or  seat  shall  bo  kept  clean; 

(c)  every  shelf,  table,  cabinet,  Virashbasin  and  other  fittings  shall 
be  kept  clean, 

3,  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  cleanj.iness  of  instruments,  tov/els, 
materials  and  equipment  used  in  premises,  a person  carrying  on  the  business 
on  these  promises  shall  comply  vrith  the  follo^.dng  lorovisions, 

(a)  immediately  before  use  in  connection  ’..dth  any  customer: - 

(i)  any  govmi,  wrap  or  other  protective  clothing  shall  be  clean; 

(ii)  any  paper  or  other  covering  placed  on  the  back  of  a chair  and 
any  tov/el,  cloth,  hairnet,  neck  wool  or  other  article  v/hich  is 
applied  to  the  face,  head  or  neck  shall  be  oleEin,  and  slTall  not 
previously  have  been  used  in  connection  with  any  other  customer 
unless  it  consists  of  a material  (other  than  pa.per  or  neck  wool) 
which  can  be,  and  has  been,  adequately  cleaned; 

(iii)  any  item  of  equipment  and  metal  instrument  likely  to  come  into 

contact  -with  the  customer  slnll  have  been  sterilised  or  otherv/ise 
adequately  cleaned; 

(iv)  any  liairbrush,  comb  or  sirailar  instrument  shall  be  clean; 
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(v)  any  soap  in  solid  form  slmll  have  been  adequately  rinsed; 

(b)  every  hairbrush,  comb  or  similar  instrument  used  on  the  premises 
shall  be  sterilised,  or  otherudse  adequately  "VTashed  or  cleaned,  s 
least  once  a day; 

(c)  a fresh  supply  of  water  shall  be  used  for  purposes  of  shaving, 
shojnpooing  or  vmshing  each  customer,  and  all  articles  used  for 
purposes  of  shaving  (including  any  styptic  in  solid  form)  shall 
be  adequately  cleaned  immediately  before  and  after  use; 

(d)  adequate  facilities  shall  be  provided  for  the  purposes  of  any 
cleaning  required  to  be  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  this  byelaw. 

4.  I’or  the  xDurjjose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of  hairdressers  or  barb© 
working  on  premises  in  regard  to  both  themselves  and  their  clothing:- 

(s.)  no  such  hairdresser  or  barber  shall  attend  to  any  customer  unles 

(i)  his  hands  are  clean; 

(ii)  he  is  wearing  a clean  and  washable  overall; 

I 

(iii)  he  keeps  any  open  boil  or  sore  on  an  exposed  part  of  iiis 
body  effectively  covered  b^’’  an  impermeable  dressing; 

(b)  every  person  carrying  on  a business  on  premises:- 

(1)  sh£i.ll  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  secure  compliance  vd.th  til 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  byelaw  by  the  hai’dressers  or 
barbers  working  on  such  premises; 

(ii)  shall  provide  and  maintain  suitable  and  sufficient  washing 
facilities  for  the  hairdressers  and  barbers  working  on  such 
inremises.

5*  any  person  who  offends  against  any  of  these  byelaws  shall  be  liable 
on  summ.ary  conviction  to  a fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 
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
